REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Another cycle completed, and we are again called upon to express 
to the citizens of the Town the progress and advancement in the 
educational work done in the schools of the town. It is a matter of 
congratulation that we have been able to retain the corps of teachers 
of last year with one exception, Miss Adams took the place of Maude 
EK. Wentworth in District No. 8. We believe the town is fortunate 
in having so interested and efficient workers in the schools. 

The schools in the Centre were interrupted by an outbreak of 
diptheria and the term shortened for two weeks which will be made 
up next term, so as to give all an equal amount of schooling for the 
school year. 

Only two graduated from the High school last June, being the 
smallest class to graduate, but it is expected eight will graduate next 
June. 

The Grammar school numbers more than for several years. 

Some investigation has been made with reference to making the 
High school an approved school for two years, but in order to do 
that, the same amount of work must be done in the given time, and 
the same amount of instruction given, asis done and given in the other 
approved schools of the State. In order to do that it would be 
necessary to reconstruct the course of study and employ an extra 
teacher of required standing, which does not seem wise under the con- 
ditions we are laboring. We have had to pay out $96.06 for tuition 
and supplies for those pupils attending schools elsewhere from the 
fact that our school is not an approved school, but in the working 
out of the law passed to equalize the educational privileges of the 
youth of state, we received $205.20 for average attendance and 
$137.60 allowed for teachers holding State certificates or having 
Normal school training. Thus we are aided under the laws of 
equalization and theretcre should not begrudge money paid for 
tuition and supplies for those attending High schools elsewhere. 

Repairs have been made on the school houses in Numbers 1, 4 and 
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6, so that very little will have to be done the coming year to keep 
the houses up to proper conditions. 

We are pleased to denote that there is no abatement of interest 
in the schools by the citizens of the town and that they cheerfully 
co-operate by liberal appropriations and in other ways to keep the 
schools up to their present high standing.
